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Autumn in Purmerend. This town started as a fishing village, called Purmer. In 1410 the name changed to 
Purmerend and these days many residents work, go to school or spend their leisure time in Amsterdam. This 
city is part of the Randstad, one of the largest conurbations in Europe. More on this city on pages 20 & 21. 
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President's Report 
October 2015 


For the first time in 
I a very long time I 
feel relaxed and 
excited about the 
9 , progress I can 
1 report to you. 

All of us, Members 
and Committee, over the last year or longer 
have suffered the emotions of the knowledge 
that we have to leave our current clubhouse 
for the purpose of keeping Neerlandia in 
existence. Yes, we were all disappointed 
when an earlier proposal did not go ahead but 
here we are: We now have a new place to 
move to. 


First and foremost, I would like to thank 
those of you who took the time to give me a 
call, send me an email or spoke to me in 
person to express their support for 
Neerlandia's move from our clubhouse to the 
one of the Rhein Donau Club's as described 
in the September President's Report. 

Everyone, who knows at least a bit of present 
day ethnic clubs and everyone, who has a bit 
of realism, is aware that in the not too distant 
future the whole concept of having a 
clubhouse by nationality is an unsustainable 
entity. 

Of course, all ethnic groups would like to 
have their own clubhouse but in the present 
social climate, with a changed mentality 
towards club life and with changed 
expectations of what a club has to offer, it is 
not possible any longer to have ethnic clubs 
as they used to be. 

In the past I have talked long enough about 
the "whys" and "why nots" of the 
Committee’s decision to look for an 
alternative place for our club, so it's now time 
to look ahead and see why Neerlandia's move 
to the premises of the Rhein Donau Club is a 
logical, sustainable and a contemporary 
move. 


(And here I am repeating myself) The Rhein 


Donau Club has the facilities and the space to 
give most of our sub-clubs the facilities that 
they are used to. In addition to that, and I 
found this very encouraging to learn, many of 
our Neerlandia members have affinities with 
the Rhein Donau Club and some of you are 
members and have been so for a long time. 
Others frequented the Rhein Donau Club in 
the past and are familiar with its lay-out, 
ambience and amenities. 

Some Neerlandia members expressed their 
contentment about the Committee's decision 
to move to the Rhein Donau Club, as this 
move, as they said, is a reflection of modem 
Europe - the Rhein Donau Club is a place in 
Perth where the Northern European countries 
assemble and where they share a common 
interest: Retaining cultural identity. 

Logically many of you, including myself, 
wonder how we can maintain our unique 
Dutchness once we share a club house with 
other Northern European nationalities. 

Or to be more precise, in our current Club 
house we have a portrait of the Dutch King 
and we have a Dutch flag - ultimate 
indications of our Dutch Heritage. 

And, at least initially, these indications will 
not be obvious in our new home. 

We first have to settle in, get acquainted with 
our new home and see how we would like to 
identify ourselves. 

Yet, as another senior member told me not 
long ago, she'd initially stmggled with the 
thought that we were moving in with a non- 
Dutch Club, how, she asked herself, could we 
"stay Dutch". It soon dawned on her that our 
national heritage, our Dutchness, is within 
ourselves. 

And I agree with her; to be Dutch, to stay 
Dutch and to embrace anything Dutch, is our 
own responsibility. If we collectively want to 
be Dutch, it is up to us to be Dutch, to feel 
Dutch and consequently we will keep our 
Dutch identity. 

The card clubs will play Klaverjassen 
(according to Wikipedia, Klaverjassen is one 
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of the most popular card games in The 
Netherlands, traditionally played in cafe's 
and social clubs, as well as at home); DJVV 
will have its sjoelbak games and in the new 
club house we will always have Dutch food 
and gezelligheid. And why am I confident 
about this? Because the Chef at the Rhein 
Donau Restaurant, who lived in the 
Netherlands and consequently speaks some 
Dutch, will prepare Dutch food on request 
and we, the Neerlandia members, will create 
"gezelligheid", as we have done over the last 
46 years. 

Cultural Heritage, the sense of being an 
ethnic club goes deeper than obvious 
decorations, although the impact of these 
decorations should not be underestimated. 
Dutch Club Neerlandia is all of us feeling 
one with the same objective. Or, as Google 
describes the definition of a club: "an 
association dedicated to a particular interest 
or activity". 

And that, in my opinion, describes the reason 
that those of you, who believe in Neerlandia 
as an association dedicated to a particular 
interest (Dutch Heritage), should get their 
energy together to make sure that Neerlandia 
will always embrace and celebrate our Dutch 
heritage amongst the other European 
countries who have found their home in the 
Rhein Donau Club.

Amandelbroodjes 

Ingredients: 

8 oz slivered almonds or 
almond meal 
8 oz sugar 

1 teaspoon almond essence 
1 large egg 
Zest of 1/2 lemon 
8 squares of puff pastry 
1/4 cup coarse sugar 

Add the almonds, the 8 oz of 
sugar, the almond essence, 
one large egg and the lemon zest to a food 
processor, and pulse repeatedly until the paste 
comes together. It should be sticky but stiff, and you 
should still be able to see itty-bitty pieces of almond 
and sugar crystals. 




Preheat the oven to 190C. Take 2 oz of the almond 

_paste and roll it into a small log. 

Wet the puff pastry with a little 
bit of water, and place the log 
slightly to the right of the middle 
(see picture above). Fold the 
I dough over so that the long ends 
I meet, and pinch the dough 
I together or use a small fork to 
push the tines into the dough and 
I sealing it. Brush a little bit of 
water on the top of the turnover 
and dip it into the coarse sugar. 


When all turnovers have been filled and folded, you 
can place them in the fridge until you are ready to 
bake. Place them on a baking sheet lined with 
parchment paper and cover with plastic so they don't 
dry out. You can wrap and freeze 
any leftover spijs. 

Bake for 20 minutes, or until the 
tops are golden and puffy. No 
worries if they look too big, the 
dough will slightly collapse as it 
cools! 

Almond paste gets really, really 



hot, so don't bite into a hot amandelbroodje just 

yet.let it cool until warm to the touch - that's when 

they're at their best!

CURRENTLY: 

15.1 a) There shall be a general meeting of the members of the Society to be held 
at a time, date and place to be fixed by the Management Committee in each 
year which shall be called the Annual General Meeting. 

REQUIRED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE: 

15.1 a) The committee must convene an annual general meeting within the time 
limits provided for the holding of such meetings by section 23 of the Act, 
that is, in every calendar year within 4 months after the end of the 
Association's financial year or such longer period as may in a particular case 
be allowed by the Commissioner, except for the first annual general meeting 
which may be held at any time within 18 months after incorporation;

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made except by Special Resolution on the vote of a three-fourths (75%) 
majority of the members present and entitled to vote at the Annual General 
Meeting or at a General Meeting duly convened for that purpose. 

CURRENTLY: 

21 The Club may be dissolved or wound up by an order of the Supreme Court or 
by a resolution passed at a Special General Meeting by three fourth’s majority 
of the Members present at that meeting and eligible to vote. 

Any remaining funds and property after satisfaction of debts and liabilities 
shall not be paid to or distributed amongst the Members or previous members 
of the Club, but shall be given or transferred to: 

(a) One or more Incorporated Clubs or Organisations having objectives similar to 
those of the “Dutch Society Neerlandia”; or 

(b) One or more Charitable Organisations 

This gift or transfer is to be determined by a resolution of the members when 
authorising the Committee to prepare a distribution plan of the surplus 
property of the club in the manner provided under section 33 of the 
Association Incorporation Act and a certified copy of the resolution shall be 
sent or delivered to the Commissioner, Department of Consumer Protection. 

REQUIRED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE: 

21 If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Association there remains after 

satisfaction of all its debts and liabilities any property whatsoever, the same 
must not be paid to or distributed among the members, or former 
members. The surplus property must be given or transferred to another 
association incorporated under the Act which has similar objects and which is 
not carried out for the purposes of profit or gain to its individual members, 
and which association shall be determined by resolution of the members.

The Commuter city of Purmerend 



Purmerend's Flag and Coat of Arms. 


Purmerend is a municipality and a city in the Netherlands, in 
the province of North Holland. 

The city is surrounded by polders, such as the Purmer, Beemster 
and the Wormer Polder. The city became the trade centre of the 
region but the population grew relatively slowly. 


Only after 1960, when the population 
was only 10,000, it started to grow and it reached 80,000 by 2010. 

From the 1960's onwards Purmerend has seen major expansions and continued 
to grow. These expansions have turned Purmerend into a commuter town; many 
inhabitants of Purmerend work in Amsterdam (14,200 in 2011), go to school or 
spend their leisure time in Amsterdam. Purmerend is part of the Randstad, one of 
the largest conurbations in Europe.

Early history 

Purmerend was created out of the small fishing village called Purmer, which was situated on the land 
between the Purmermeer (Purmer Lake), the Beemstermeer (Beemster Lake) and the Wormermeer 
(Wormer Lake) on the south bank of the river De Weere, which used to connect the former Purmermeer 
and Beemstermeer. 

Purmerend was founded by a rich banker from Amsterdam, Willem Eggert. In 1410 he was allowed, by 
HRH Count William VI of Holland (Willem VI van Holland), to build his own fortified castle, "Slot 
Purmerstein". 

Constructions on the castle finished in 1413and it remained 
standing until it was demolished in 1741 after it had fallen into 
decline. In 1434 Purmerend was given city rights and on 21 April 
1484 (some sources claim 14 April 1484) the city was given 
“marktrechten”. This was the right to organise two 
“jaarmarkten” (annual markets) and a “weekmarkt” (weekly 
market) by Count Jan van Egmond. 

This meant that merchants from outside of Purmerend could now 
offer their merchandise for sale on the local markets. Before 1484 
only food products from its own population was allowed to be sold.

19th century 

By 1500 Purmerend had grown considerably, as can be seen on maps dating from that period. They show 
that the town had a rectangular shape and was crossed by two roads: one leading north-south, the other east 
-west. The draining of the Beemster Lake in 1612 and the Purmer Lake in 1622 resulted in a great loss of 
fishing grounds to Purmerend. However, the new and fertile soil favoured agriculture and livestock 
breeding, making Purmerend prosperous again. Purmerend now became the centre of an agricultural 
region, the produce of which was sold on the markets of Purmerend.

20th century 

During World War II Purmerend was occupied by German forces on 14 May 1940. After five years of 
occupation, the city was liberated by Canadian and other allied forces on Wednesday 9 May 1945. 



21st century 

Purmerend was named Kermisstad of the Netherlands. (Funfair City of the Netherlands) in 2003. 
Besides the funfair, Purmerend is most famous for its cattle 
market, the so-called koemarkt (“cow market”), where mainly 
cattle and some sheep are sold and traded. 

Due to an outbreak of a serious cattle disease between 1995 
and 2001, the cattle market was suspended. It was reinstated 
on a smaller scale on January 2002. 

After 400 years Purmerenders saw the last cattle auction at 
the original location in downtown Purmerend in 2008. 

The auction was moved to the "Baanstee Oost" industrial 
area, on the north side of Purmerend. This was decided for 
various reasons: freeing up downtown traffic congestion; 
allowing for more parking area downtown; more room for 
auction grounds and ease of moving trucks around at the new 

Purmerend cattle market 


Purmerend lies on a swampy and watery area known as Waterland. When the first settlers began cultivating 
the land, consisting mostly of turf (veen), they dug ditches that run parallel to each other to drain excess 
water. As a side effect of this process the land began to sink. This resulted in a never-ending battle against 
the water. And all this made agriculture near impossible at that time. It also meant that any structure needed 
to be built on an artificial Terp or on natural hills. The former being true for Purmerend which was built on 
the bank of the river De Where, that linked the former Beemster and Purmer lakes. 


Public transport 

Public transportation is mainly focused on Amsterdam, with several bus services 
and a train service via Zaandam. 

There are 3 train stations in Purmerend, in the north, centre and south. These are: 
Purmerend Weidevenne, Purmerend and Purmerend Overwhere 
The bus station in Purmerend is called "Tramplein" (Tram Square), but not because 
any trams run in Purmerend today. 




*T Boemeltje van Purmerend 

History has it that a tram ('t Boemeltje") ran 
from Amsterdam Central to Purmerend, ending 
at the "Tramplein" station. 

Although the tram service discontinued years 
ago, the end stop has retained the name 
Tramplein. 

In 1951 The Ramblers had a hit 
commemorating the tram service called: "’t 

Boemeltje van Purmerend".
